Total 
number of deaths from all causes 61, including typhoid fever 1, 
measles 1, tuberculosis 11. Cases reported: Typhoid fever 2, small- 
pox 2, measles 86, scarlet fever 1, diphtheria 6, tuberculosis 7. 

Florida. — Week ended April 23, 1910. Reports from the state 
board of health show typhoid fever present in 4 localities with 8
